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CONCLUSION 


The evidence of larceny was insufficient to sustain a criminal 


conviction, and the case should be remanded for entry of a judgment of 
not guilty. If this Court finds the evidence adequate, however, it should 
consider the prejudicial impact of the trial court's erroneous refusal to 
exclude evidence of the appellant's prior similar conviction and remand 


the case for a new trial. 
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
